stitute suggests govern¬ 
ments with the most fiscal 
room — particularly re- 
source-rich Alberta and 
Saskatchewan — have

when we got hit by this 
downturn (they) would 
have been able to go into 
modest deficits without any 
fears along the lines of 
what we’re seeing in Eu¬ 
rope and the United States,” 
he added.

Eight-year-old recovering 
after receiving new lungs

Free of ventilators, a 
young boy receives the 
breath of a new life, 
through new lungs. 

The province’s youngest 
lung-transplant recipient 
was discharged from the 
Stolleiy Children’s Hospital 
on Thursday. 

Eight-year-old Tahir Asif 
was on a list for a donor for 
six months before he suc¬ 
cessfully received new 
lungs during the transplant 
on April 21. 

“After the surgeiy he 
spent seven days in the in¬ 
tensive care unit,” said Dr. 
Jackson Wong, clinical lead 
of the pediatric lung trans¬ 
plant program at the 
Stolleiy Children’s Hospi¬ 
tal, and Tahir’s physician. 
“And we were able to re¬ 
move his breathing tubes 
by day four, and then a few 
weeks down the road he 
was already eating, drink¬ 
ing, and even running 
around, so really great 
progress.” 

Tahir was bom with cys¬ 
tic fibrosis, a genetic disease 
that causes mucus to build 
up and clog organs, pre¬ 
dominantly the lungs, mak¬ 
ing it tough to breathe, and 
without the transplant, he 
was not expected to live 
past the summer. 

“It is emotional,” said Dr. 
John Mullen, surgical direc¬ 
tor of thoracic transplanta-

tion at the University of Al¬ 
berta Hospital, who per¬ 
formed the surgery. “Here 
is a child that was stuck on 
a ventilator and Jackson 
was worried sick because 
we knew there wasn’t 
much time left, and we 
weren’t sure if we were go¬ 
ing to get a set of lungs for 
him, so we were veiy fortu¬ 
nate.” 

According to Dr. Mullen, 
the only major challenge 
when doing a lung trans¬ 
plant in a small child is ac¬ 
commodating for the child 
to continue growing. 

The transplant has not 
cured the disease but will 
allow him to feel like a nor¬ 
mal little boy again. 

“I can go home and play 
with my brother and sister.” 
Tahir said. “I’m gonna go 
swimming and biking.”

REAL ESTATE Albertans are be¬ 
ing warned by Service Alberta 
of suspicious offers to buy 
their home. Some Calgary and 
Edmonton homeowners are 
receiving a handwritten letter 
with an identical message. 
Service Alberta suggests those 
hoping to sell should get a cer¬ 
tified appraisal for their prop¬ 
erty from someone who is 
licensed. Then they should get 
legal advice to review any of¬ 
fers. While sending out letters 
to purchase homes to later sell 
for a profit is not illegal, there 
is concern that the buyer may 
break the contract if the home 
doesn't rise in value, present¬ 
ing the homeowner with a 
possibly costly legal battle. 
CLEANUP If you are still finish¬ 
ing up some spring cleaning 
around the home, consider a 
bit of maintenance around 
your property. AMA Insurance 
suggested that some routine 
maintenance could save you 
from a larger repair bill later 
on. Some tips that could have 
an impact on the safety and 
value of your property include 
checking smoke or carbon 
monoxide detectors, inspect¬ 
ing your roof for any damage 
or detached flashing and check 
any porches or steps for 
rotting wood.

Graffiti is not freedom of 
expression, but a depreci¬ 
ation of the community. 

That was the message 
yesterday during the Capi¬ 
tal City Clean Up Graffiti 
Investigation and Enforce¬ 
ment Workshop that the 
Edmonton Police Service 
attended at the Santa 
Maria Goretti Community 
Centre. 

The workshop aimed to 
educate and emphasize 


the serious nature of graf¬ 
fiti, and how it affects the 
community as a whole. 

Capital City Clean Up’s 
Graffiti Management pro¬ 
gram was initiated in 
2008 in response to Ed¬ 
montonians’ concerns 
about graffiti around the 
city. 

The program works 
with police, bylaw en¬ 
forcement, city staff, and 
citizens to reduce the 
amount of graffiti in Ed¬ 
monton. 

“One of the things I 
stress about graffiti is just 


how remarkably selfish a 
crime it is,” said Coun. 
Ben Henderson, the city’s 
deputy mayor. 

“I think it is completely 
about ego, and it is an in¬ 
herently anti-social thing 
that says ‘I as an individ¬ 
ual am somehow more 
important than the socie¬ 
ty where I live.’” 


Graffiti, when placed on 
public property without 
the owner’s consent is 
vandalism and a criminal 
offense. It depreciates 
property value, costs mon¬ 
ey to clean, and makes the 
city a less attractive place 
to live or visit. 

“The whole basis is that 
(graffiti) affects the quali¬ 


ty of life for people,” said 
police Chief Mike Boyd. 

“And some of our neigh¬ 
bourhoods, over the 
course of some years, have 
gone into decline. They 
have deteriorated, and we 
are seeing the revitaliza¬ 
tion of neighbourhoods in 
Edmonton. 

“Where it has been re¬ 
vitalized, one of the 
things you are going to 
see is heavy commitment 
from the community to 
recognize what graffiti is, 
to recognize what litter is, 
and go after (it).”

Beware alarm salespeople without ID: EPS 


Tips from Edmonton police 


fraud Alarm bells should 
ring if a pushy salesman 
comes to your door with¬ 
out ID, according to police. 

The Edmonton Police 
Service (EPS) is warning 
Edmontonians about ag¬ 
gressive alarm company 
representatives going 
door-to-door trying to ag¬ 
gressively sell residents se¬ 
curity systems. 

EPS Const. Kevin Garstad 
said police have received 
numerous complaints 
about scare tactics, high- 
pressure sales and compa¬ 
ny representatives not be¬ 
ing able to produce suffi¬ 
cient identification. 

“Most of the complaints 
we’re getting are about 
suspicious behaviour and 
not wearing proper identi¬ 
fication so they’re making 
people very nervous when 
they come to the door,” 
Garstad said. 

“We just want people to 
be vigilant about making 
sure that the company rep¬ 
resentative that comes to 
their door has proper ID. If 
they’re not wearing that, 


• Be suspicious of door-to- 
door salespeople or phone so¬ 
licitors. 

• Don't let unsolicited sales¬ 
people into your home. 

• Report suspicious 
people/activity to police at

• Always ask to see identifica¬ 
tion and some way of verify¬ 
ing the company they repre- 

they should immediately 
be suspicious about the sit¬ 
uation and ask the person 
to leave.” 

Garstad said it’s illegal 
for anyone to be selling se¬ 
curity systems without 
proper identification. 

“This is happening all 
over the city,” said Const. 
Rick Franchulc. “I’ve even 
had my own family mem¬ 
bers call me asking me 
about it and I just tell 
them if you’re not interest¬ 
ed, just close the door and 
walk away.” 

Garstad said it’s not un¬ 
usual for complaints to in- 


sent. 

• Demand that all offered 
services be documented or 
ask for written details. 

• The EPS does not endorse a 
particular alarm company; if 
you're being told otherwise, 
call police to verify. 

• Ensure that the monitoring 
company is located in Alberta 
or at least in Canada.

Chinese firm invests in 
oil producer Penn West 


oilsands China is making 
yet another push into Al¬ 
berta’s oilsands, taking on 
a five per cent stake in 
Penn West Energy Trust 
and inking a joint-venture 
to develop some of the 
Canadian oil heavy¬ 
weight’s land. 

China Investment Corp. 
will take on $435-million 
worth, or five per cent, of 
Penn West, stock and is in¬ 
vesting $817 million in the 
new joint venture, while 
Penn West is kicking in as¬ 
sets in the Peace River area 
of northern Alberta worth 


about $1.8 billion. 

In a statement Thursday, 
Penn West said it will hold 
a 55 per cent interest in 
the joint-venture and will 
operate the project, which 
includes 237,000 acres of 
oilsands leases. 

Penn West, known main¬ 
ly for its vast conventional 
oil holdings in western 
Canada, said the properties 
contain “significant” bitu¬ 
men resources, though 
they are currently produc¬ 
ing only 2,700 barrels of oil 
equivalent output per day.

Gas ruled out as cause of 
explosion during fire training 


Edmonton 
firm bought 
by Honeywell 

business U.S. manufactur¬ 
ing conglomerate Honey¬ 
well International Inc. has 
agreed to buy industrial 
monitoring technology 
company Matrilcon Inc. 
for $145 million, to gain 
access to the Edmonton- 
based company’s expert¬ 
ise in the energy and min¬ 
ing sectors. Matrilcon, 
which employed more 
than 500 people at the 
end of 2008, makes moni¬ 
toring software for oil and 
gas wells and mining 
equipment as well as oth¬ 
er products dealing with 
cyber-security and alarm 
management. “Our indus¬ 
trial customers want their 
plants to run well in any 
economy, and Matrilcon’s 
products help do that,” 
Norm Gilsdorf, president 
of Honeywell Process So¬ 
lutions, said in a 
statement. 

Nizar Somji, president 
and chief executive of Ma- 
trilcon, said the 
transaction “is a tremen¬ 
dous opportunity for all 
Matrilcon stakeholders, 
our shareowners, clients 
and employees.”

have ruled out methane 
and natural gas as the 
cause of an explosion of a 
farmhouse during a fire¬ 
fighters’ training exercise. 

Wainwright fire Chief 
Steve Douglas said soil 
samples have been taken 
from the blast site near 
Edgerton and sent to a lab 
for testing. 

Six volunteer firefight¬ 
ers were doing a con¬ 
trolled burn on an aban¬ 
doned farmhouse Monday 
night when the building 
exploded, leaving a huge 
crater. 

The group was perform¬ 
ing a regular training ex¬ 
ercise, something they did 
every two weeks without 
any problems. 

One of the more severe¬ 
ly injured firefighters, Bob 
Heim, remains in the Uni¬ 
versity of Alberta hospital 
recovering from several 
injuries, including broken 
bones. 

Werner Heim says his 
21-year-old son is in good 
spirits, but it will take a 
long time for his injuries 
to heal. 

“Part of a wall hit his 
legs, that’s why they’re

broken and he lost his hel¬ 
met, he knocked his head 
on the ground, he broke 
the arm in the process 
and some debris opened 
up the shoulder,” Werner 
said. 

He said he could hear 
the explosion from eight 
kilometres away.

Ken Block said when fire¬ 
fighters are dealing with a 
live fire, things can quick¬ 
ly go wrong.

thing that the contestants 
have to remember is that 
on the show you’re given 
the opportunity and the 
doors are opened for you 
but when it’s finished it’s 
up to you to walk through 
the doors,” she said.

Abortion furor on PM’s doorstep 


Students, priests, nuns join 
giant Parliament Hill rally 


Thousands of pro-life 
campaigners flooded 
Parliament Hill Thursday, 
daring to hope that Prime 
Minister Stephen Harper’s 
government will take 
further steps against 
abortion at home as well 
as abroad. 

The throng included 
hundreds of students 
drawn from 
Ottawa’s Ro¬ 
man 
Catholic 
high schools. 

Many 
waved 

graphic signs 
with pictures 
of aborted fe¬ 
tuses. 

Priests, ministers, nuns 
and monks were scattered 
through the crowd, which 
was estimated at about 
15,000 people. 

The theme of this year’s 
March for Life was: Abor¬ 
tion is a crime against hu¬ 
manity. 

But politics was also at 
the fore as the abortion 
debate arrived literally on 
Harper’s doorstep. 

He sparked an outcry 
when he said money ear¬ 
marked for child and 
maternal health programs 
in the Third World won’t 


go to abortions. 

That won praise from 
Marc Cardinal Ouellet, 
archbishop of Quebec and 
primate of Canada. 

“We support this stance 
of the government not to 
finance abortion in coun¬ 
tries of the Third World,” 
he said. 

The Quebec prelate also 
told reporters: 
“Reopen the 
discussion in 
Canada about 
this judicial 
void. There is 
absolutely no 
protection for 
the unborn.” 

Angelina 
Steenstra of a 
group called Silent No 
More echoed Ouellet’s 
statement:

Khattiya was shot in the 
head while talking to a New 
York Times journalist near 
the Silom subway station on 
the edge of the occupation 
zone. The station entrance 


is surrounded by tall office 
buildings, leading to suspi¬ 
cions a sniper fired the shot. 

Times reporter Thomas 
Fuller, answering questions 
on the newspaper’s website, 
said he was about a half- 
hour into the interview 
when he asked the general, 
“Do you think the military 
is going to launch a crack¬ 
down, and do you think 
they’ll be able to penetrate 
the barricades here?” 

“And there was a bang as 
he was answering it, and I 
think his last words that I 
heard were, ‘The military 
cannot get in here.’ And 
then immediately (he) just 
fell,” Fuller said. 

Moments later, others 
dragged Khattiya by the 
legs, his head sliding on the 
ground and leaving a trail 
of blood.

Pope calls abortion, gay marriage 'insidious' 


Portugal Pope Benedict 
XVI has called abortion 
and same-sex marriage 
two of the most “insidious 
and dangerous” threats 
facing the world today. 

Benedict made the com¬ 
ments Thursday to 
Catholic educators, social 
workers and others after 
celebrating Mass before an 
estimated 400,000 people 
in Fatima, one of the most 
important shrines in 
Christianity. He was inter¬ 
rupted by applause several 
times. 


Benedict’s visit to Fatima 
was the spiritual center- 
piece of his four-day visit 
to Portugal. It was cast by 
Vatican officials as evi¬ 
dence that Benedict had 
turned a page in weather¬ 
ing the clerical sex abuse 
scandal that has dogged 
him for months. 

Hundreds of thousands 
of people turned out for an 
outdoor Mass celebrated 
by Pope Benedict XVI on 
Thursday at Fatima, the 
Catholic shrine that pil¬ 
grims visit in search of 


cures for their ailments. 

The Mass was the center- 
piece of Benedict’s four- 
day visit to Portugal and 
marked the anniver¬ 
sary of the day 93 
years ago when 
three local 
shepherd chil¬ 
dren reported 
having visions 
of the Virgin in 
this small farming 
town. 

The May 13 celebrations 
are one of the Catholic

Blight strikes fields in Afghanistan, hitting opium yield 


Officials downplay rumours of secret NATO plot 


Afghanistan’s opium yield 
is likely to drop as much 
as 30 per cent this year be¬ 
cause blight is destroying 
fields full of poppies in 
the south — driving up 
prices amid a countrywide 
push to grow legal crops, 
a UN official said 
Thursday. 

Higher prices also could 
mean more money pour¬ 
ing in to the Taliban, 
which funds much of its 
insurgency with profits 
from the drug. 

Afghanistan supplies 90 
per cent of the world’s opi¬ 
um, the main ingredient 
in heroin. 

The blight, which turns 
the poppy plants black as 
they apparently rot from 
the inside, has hit about 
half of the poppy crop 
growing in the northern 
part of Helmand province 
— the centre of 
Afghanistan’s poppy pro¬ 
duction, said Jean-Luc 
Lemahieu, the top official 
for the United Nations Of¬ 
fice on Drugs and Crime in 
Afghanistan. 

It is also significantly af¬ 
fecting crops in southern 
Helmand and in neigh- 


• There has been speculation 
that a poppy-killing blight 
could have been introduced 
in secret by NATO forces — 
but Jean-Luc Lemahieu, the 
top official for the UN Office 
on Drugs and Crime in 
Afghanistan, says this is 
unlikely. He notes that a

province, he said. 

The lower yield on the 
surface seems to be a boost 
to reducing opium poppy 
cultivation, but it is lead¬ 
ing to wild price specula¬ 
tion that instead could en¬ 
courage farmers to plant 
more poppy next year.

Prices spiked similarly in 
2001 to 2003, peaking at 
just over $300 a kilogram 
and sparking a surge in 
opium poppy cultivation 
over the next few years.

Key was addressing a 
tourism conference when 
he made a reference to the 
dispute and having a meal 
with leaders of a neighbour¬ 
ing tribe. 

“The good news was that 
I was having dinner with 
Ngati Porou as opposed to 
their neighbouring iwi, 
which is Tuhoe — in which 


case I would have been the 
dinner,” Key said. 

Before European settle¬ 
ment, Maori tribes regular¬ 
ly raided other tribal 
groups, seizing some as 
slaves and indulging in can¬ 
nibal feasts to sow fear 
among their enemies. 
Scholars believe the prac¬ 
tice ended 200 years ago. 

Tuhoe chief negotiator 
Tamati Kruger told Nation¬ 
al Radio that Key’s joke 
was “in poor taste,” was 
unbecoming of a prime 
minister and that relations 
with him were getting 
worse by the day.

U.S. backs Obama's 

The Gulf of Mexico oil spill 
hasn’t stained U.S. Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama nor 
dimmed the public’s desire 
for offshore energy drilling, 
according to a new Associ¬ 
ated Press-GfK Poll. 

While some conservative 
pundits have called this 
“Obama’s Katrina,” that’s 
not how the public feels, 
the poll found. BP PLC, 
which owned the well that 
has gushed more than 15 
million litres and counting 
after an April 20 oil rig ex¬ 
plosion, is getting more of 
the public’s ire. 

More people surveyed 
said they approved of Oba¬ 
ma’s handling of the ongo¬ 
ing oil spill than disap¬ 
proved, but not by large 
margins or with unusually 
strong feelings. It contrasts 
with the public’s reaction 


spill response: Poll 

proved of Bush’s handling 
of the disaster and 42 per 
cent disapproved, with 25 
per cent not expressing ei¬ 
ther approval nor disap¬ 
proval. 

The poll also found the 
public still supports the 
idea of drilling offshore for 
oil and gas. By 50 per cent 
to 38 per cent, more people 
favour increased coastal 
drilling for oil and gas than 
oppose it. 

While Republicans 
favour it by a 3-to-l margin, 
Democrats lean toward op¬ 
posing it, 52 per cent to 36 
per cent. Independents are 
about evenly split. Groups 
giving drilling the strongest 
support include men, mid¬ 
dle-aged and older people, 
whites and residents of ru¬ 
ral and suburban areas.

The Harper government is

Clement says. 

The minister told a 
House committee yester¬ 
day it is possible to sepa¬ 
rate the two. 

“I’m not saying it’s easy, 
but it certainly isn’t impos¬ 
sible,” he said.

Ottawa signalled in the

Some critics have said 
that since companies like 
Rogers Communications 
provide both content and 
distribution of content, 
the two functions cannot 
have separate rules.

Seyfried 
starred as Liam Neeson’s 
prostitute/lover in Chloe 
and in Letter to Juliet she 
plays muse to Neeson’s 
mother-in-law Vanessa Red¬ 
grave, the mother of his 
late wife, Natasha. 

As for Redgrave, her pres¬ 
ence elevates any film. She 
is the heart and soul of Let¬ 
ters, able to convey mean¬ 
ing with the slightest ges¬ 
ture. 

Redgrave has nobility 
and strength of character,, 
and gives this sweet confec¬ 


tion refinement and a de¬ 
gree of believability it 
needs. 

Seyfried’s aspiring 

writer/fact checker Sophie 
is talcing a pre-honeymoon 
trip to Verona in Italy with 
her irritating chef fiance 
Victor (Gael Garcia Bernal), 
who will be too busy to pay 
attention to her after the 
wedding. 

Sophie finds Giulieta’s 
“balcony” in Verona that 
advertises itself as Romeo 
and Juliet’s courtyard. 
Weeping girls from all over 
the world post their roman¬ 
tic sob stories on the walls, 
hoping Giulieta will reply 


with cheering advice. In 
fact, Giulieta 4 s “secretaries” 
reply in her voice. 

Sophie infiltrates the sec¬ 
retarial pool and answers a 
letter left by lovelorn 
Claire, an English teenager, 
in 1957. Claire (Redgrave) 
arrives in Verona in hopes 
of being somehow mystical¬ 
ly reunited with her local 
lost lover through Sophie. 
Her handsome but snooty 
grandson Charlie (Chris 
Egan) is there to hand out 
reality checks. 

Against all common 
sense, the trio embark on a 
a cross-country search for a 
lost lover. 


The film is straight-up 
eye candy, shot in Tuscany 
with its gorgeous tapestry 
of sensuality, and golden 
light, food, and wine. 

But the premise is be¬ 
yond belief. A few clunky 
lines that don’t belong 
break the intended spell 
with a thud. 

There are resonant mo¬ 
ments of emotional awak¬ 
ening and tributes to lost 
loves that bring a tear to 
the eye, but predictability 
kills the dramatic tension.

Most 17- year-olds are con¬ 
cerned with school, sports 
and finding a date for the 
prom. 

Not Leon Bronstein (Jay 
Baruchel). In The Trotsky, a 
new comedy starring How 
to Train Your Dragon’s lead 
voice, he is convinced he’s 
the reincarnation of revolu- 
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tionary Leon Trotsky and 
tries to unionize the stu¬ 
dents of Montreal West 
High School. “The teachers 
have a union,” he says. “I 
think we deserve the 
same.” 

Leon Bronstein’s (which 
was Trotsky’s given name) 
journey from privileged 
rich kid to budding Bolshe¬ 
vik begins when he organiz¬ 
es a hunger strike at his fa¬ 
ther’s (Saul Rubinelc) cloth¬ 
ing factory. In retaliation 
Dad pulls Leon out of 
boarding school, slashes his 
allowance and exiles him to 
a public school. There he 
finds his calling (and falls 
for an older woman played 
by Emily Hampshire). 

Taking the term “student 
union” a bit too seriously, 
Leon rails against his new 
school’s tyrannical hierar¬ 
chy — notably Principal 
Berlchoff (an ominous Colm 
Feore) — and goes to absurd 
lengths to fulfill his pre-or¬ 
dained destiny by changing 
the world — or at least his 
small comer of it. 

This Canadian commie 
comedy is chock full of fun¬ 
ny lines, nice performances 
and echoes of Ferris 
Bueller’s Day Off. 

Actor fumed director- 
and-writer Jacob Tierney 


shows a firm hand behind 
the camera and has crafted 
a movie that is a cut above 
the standard teen caper. It’s 
more inventive, funnier, 
grittier than most teen fare, 
and while Tierney can take 
credit for much of the 
film’s success, it is 
Bamchel who really im¬ 
presses. 

In what looks to be 
Bamchel’s breakout year — 
he has four films on the 
slate for 2010 including The 
Sorcerer’s Apprentice oppo¬ 
site Nic Cage — The Trotsky 
is a delightfully idiosyncrat¬ 
ic performance. 

Leon may be a little left of 
centre, both personally and 
politically, but Bamchel hu¬ 
manizes him. It’s a riff on 
the gawky geek role he 
patented in Tropic Thunder 
and Knocked Up, but this 
time he adds so much 
charm (and a good dollop of 
slapstick) to the perform¬ 
ance it’s hard not to root for 
his and Leon’s mad mis¬ 
sion. 

The Trotsky works be¬ 
cause of its clever script 
and optimistic outlook, but 
it sparkles because of 
Bamchel’s performance.

The sacred and the profane

Brian Borcherdt is 
relieved. His band’s new 
album is finally on the 
streets. "It's like an annoy¬ 
ing little brat of a child 
leaving for college/’ he 
says, joking about Latin, 
Holy F—k’s latest effort. 

The last time the Toronto- 
based electonica band re¬ 
leased any new music was 
2007. Since then, the group 
has gone from relatively ob¬ 
scurity to globe-trotting 
touring act. 

“The last disc was a slow 
burning record,” says 
Borcherdt. “We toured it 
for the last four years.” 

But, being in a band like 
Holy F—k, which started as 
an improvisational live act, 
doesn’t mean they have to 
stick to a formula every 
night. With their various 
keyboards, pedals and noise 
machines, they can crank 
out any sounds they want. 

“We don’t feel like we 


have to play a certain 
record,” he says. “We’re al¬ 
ways playing new material 
and mixing it with old ma¬ 
terial. Even those songs 
have changed so much 
that we forget they’re old.” 


While the band still im¬ 
provises on stage, their al¬ 
bums, which were previ¬ 
ously written on the fly, are 
now fully formed tunes. 

“This record has more 
thought out ideas than 


anything in the past,” says 
Borcherdt. “We write 
things, craft them on stage 
and then bring them into 
the studio.” 

While the new disc still 
has plenty of frenetic 


noise, clubby beats and dis¬ 
cordant, drone-y electroni- 
ca, it’s also softer and more 
atmospheric than previous 
discs. Some may miss the 
wild pace of their old 
songs, but this is clearly an 
album by a band. The 
songs are focused and clear 
— you can actually hear 
Latin America’s groovy 
rhythm track and spacey 
keyboard sounds, while the 
catchy SHT MTN sounds 
like a more traditional elec¬ 
tro-pop rocker. 

That tighter sound is a 
product of a once loose 
lineup of players becoming 
an actual touring, money¬ 
making act. At one point 
they just played with who¬ 
ever was around, but as 
more cities came calling, 
the group was forced to so¬ 
lidify their players and be¬ 
come an actual band. 

“When we started we 
wanted to share this band 
with anyone who was will¬ 
ing to play,” he says. “Any 
of our friends could join us. 
But then we became more

about making records and 
touring and you can imag¬ 
ine that it’s easier to do 
with an actual band than 
an imaginary one.” 

But being a band isn’t 
enough. It helps to know 
what you’re doing. “We’ve 
gotten better at this,” says 
Borcherdt, who, like the 
rest of the group, got his 
start playing in rock bands. 
“When we started we didn’t 
know anything. It was more 
about plugging this thing 
and seeing how it feeds 
back. Now I know what’s 
going to happen when we 
do something to a mixer.”

A fter 100 Metro 
columns, perhaps 
it’s time to answer 
some reader email: 

Why is new music al¬ 
ways released on 
Tuesday? 

— Ian, Vancouver. 

Before the 1980s, a 
new album could 
end up in the 
stores on any day of the of¬ 
ficial week of release. Ex¬ 
actly what day it appeared 
on the shelves depended 
on when a particular store 
go its shipment from the 
record label. This, howev¬ 
er, made keeping track of 
sales very difficult and in¬ 




efficient. It was also un¬ 
fair to stores and fans out¬ 
side of large urban centres 
— those places far away 
from the warehouses, 
where you might wait a 
week or more for the ship¬ 
ment of that album to ar¬ 
rive. 

Eventually, the labels got 
together and agreed that 
the supply chain would be 
coordinated so that all new 
releases appeared in stores 
simultaneously on the 
same day of the week. 
Tuesdays are now known 
as the “street date.” 

Things are slightly differ¬ 
ent in the U.K. where the 
street date is Monday. Be¬ 
fore the Internet, this was¬ 
n’t an issue. Now, howev¬ 
er, it’s common for a North 
American artist to see their 
record on sale in the U.K. a 
full 24 hours before it ap¬ 
pears in stores at home.

The facts of Li(f)e 

Hip-hop artist Sage Francis draws inspiration from his fans

“Life is just lie with an f in 
it and death is definite.” 

It’s surprising how one 
off-the-cuff lyric can be¬ 
come the mantra for thou¬ 
sands. 

Such is the case with 
Paul “Sage” Francis and 
this simple observation 
from the 2002 song The 
Cure. Over the past eight 
years, the Providence, R.I., 
hip-hop artist’s words 
have proven so meaning¬ 
ful to fans that they have 
taken on a life (pun in¬ 
tended) of their own. 

“The concept is some¬ 
thing I followed from my 
fan base,” Francis admits. 
“That particular lyric res¬ 
onated very strongly with 
a portion of (them). They 
started encapsulating that 
by spelling it (with) the f 
in parenthesis. It became

the symbol of that lyric; 
that concept.” 

Francis felt compelled to 
utilize the line as the title 
of his latest full-length al¬ 
bum Li(f)e. Delving deeper 
into exactly what that 
statement could mean re¬ 


sulted in 12 diverse 
tracks featuring every¬ 
thing from straightfor¬ 
ward hip hop to border¬ 
line indie rock, an ap¬ 
proach Francis feels is as 
unusual and surprising as 
that which it endeavours 


to understand. 

“Life isn’t a straight line 
and neither is this record,” 
he asserts. “It varies de¬ 
pending on the mood of 
what I’m saying ... The 
driving force of a lot of 
this album’s content is dis¬ 
cussing those things and 
how they apply to my 
life.” 

Initially apprehensive 
about tying himself even 
closer to the ideology, 
Francis admits that as 
Li(f)e began to unfold, he 
realized that the al¬ 
bum was more 
about appreciat¬ 
ing his own vi¬ 
sion than wor¬ 
rying about that 
of others. 
“Everything 
came together and 
worked on multiple levels. 
I felt it was time for me to 
use that symbol of that life 
spelling and bring it full- 
circle.

Playing Sheldon Cooper is¬ 
n’t rocket science. Nor, for 
that matter, is it theoreti¬ 
cal physics, Sheldon’s cho¬ 
sen field as the science vir¬ 
tuoso of The Big Bang The¬ 
ory. 

So says Jim Parsons, who 
plays Sheldon on that hit 
CBS sitcom.

Thanks to a little movie 
called Avatar, this year 
will see 19 films being re¬ 
leased in 3-D in the US.

ence?’ It’s changing the 
game.” 

The popularity of the 
new crop of 3-D films is 
due to the fact that they 
actually deliver the goods, 
unlike their cheesy coun¬ 
terparts of the 50s.

“And frankly, directors 
never saw the potential of 
3-D until that film.” 

It’s the CGI technology 
that is making these films 
become the immersive 
and interactive experi¬ 
ences they now are.

Justin Bieber and Zac 
Efron may owe more than 
they realize to the likes of 
the Backstreet Boys and 'N 
Sync for the mind- 
boggling popularity of 
their current song-and- 
dance routines. 

The boy bands that dom¬ 
inated the airwaves a 
decade ago have changed 
society's tune on what's 
considered masculine for 
today's pop phenoms and 
musical theatre heart- 
throbs, says Craig Jennex, 
a gender studies and musi¬ 
cology student at Dal- 
housie University. 

And Jennex, 23, knows a 
lot about boy bands — not 
as a fan, but as a re¬ 
searcher. The soon to be 
Dalhousie University grad¬ 
uate’s undergraduate the¬ 
sis was about understand¬ 
ing the social significance 
of these groups. 

“I think pop music is an 
integral part of how young 
people learn about gender 
and sexuality and race,” he 
said. “I wanted to look at 
that and better understand 
my generation because we 
were the ones who grew 
up with the boy bands and 
with the teen pop of the 
1990s.” 

As quickly as they ap¬ 
peared and dominated the 
charts, the boy bands dis¬ 
appeared. But Jennex ar¬ 
gues their lasting legacy 
may not be record sales, 
but the influence they had 
on relaxing what elements 
made up society’s defini¬ 


tion of male 
masculinity. 

“They re¬ 
ally made 
our con¬ 
cepts of ado¬ 
lescent mas¬ 
culinity a lot 
less rigid, 
which I 
think is a good thing. I 
think there's a lot of young 
people out there who cer¬ 
tainly don't fit into our 
ideals for young male mas¬ 
culinity in terms of gender 
performance and sexuali¬ 
ty.” 

The relationship be¬ 
tween dance and male 
masculinity is one exam¬ 
ple. From the late 50s to 
the early 90s, “it just was¬ 
n’t ok for men to perform 
their masculinity through 
dance,” says Jennex. 


But for the boy bands, 
dance was at the centre of 
their concerts and music 
videos. 

“Now we have things 
like Justin Bieber, who has 
dance as part of his per¬ 
sona. We have Zac Efron 
and High School Musical 
and all these dancing 
shows, like Dancing with 
the Stars, America’s Best 
Dance Crew,” says Jennex. 

“Dancing has become ok 
in terms of hegemonic 
masculinity, like it’s an ok 


way to now show your 
masculine capacity as a 
young man. I think that 
was completely through 
mediation of the boy 
bands of the late 1990s.” 

Prof. Jacqueline War¬ 
wick, who supervised Jen- 
nex's thesis, says while boy 
bands are often dismissed 
as “fluffy and insignifi¬ 
cant,” they've helped open 
the door for today's 
singing and dancing super-
